The use ol unusual words, and 
the assuming of sanctimonious looks, are often 
practiced until the habit becomes Judierous.— 
Every tiling tlmt borders on the queer should lie 
avoided, il children are to receive unmixed im¬ 
pressions of good.

On Religious Sewices at Inns. 

Mr. Editor— My attention was some time 
since attracted by a letter from one of your cor¬ 
respondents, urging on Christians, when travel¬ 
ing, the importance of inviting the families at the 
inns at which they may sleep, to join in Srcrip- 
lure reading and prayer. It then seemed to me 
a hard saying; but by divine help, more than 
three years ago, I was enabled to begin the plan, 
and nin thankful, that, so far from being now a 
cross, ii adds greatly to the interest and pleasure 
of my journey ings. 

The readiness,aud apparent thankfulness, with 
wnich the invitation has been generally accepted, 
lias surprised me in no small degree; in my last 
peregrination of a month ii was declined in only 
two or three inslances ; and often very interesting 
companies have united in the service. Of course 
I occupy a private room, and send a suitable 
message to the master or mistress of the house, 
staling that I shall be glad to uuite in reading the 
Scriptures and in prayer with any of the family 
who can attend, and with anjAmrnpany in the 
house who may wish to join in the exercise. I 
usually select some interesting narrative to read, 
minding that the service is not loo long (not ex¬ 
ceeding twenty minutes.) A Christian friend, 
i raveling with me on a Jong journey, was agreea¬ 
bly disappointed, and much gratified to see so 
many embrace the opportunity afforded. Will 
Christian ministers, and my Christian brethren 
allow me to appeal to their pity on behalf of the 
residents at inns? Frequently tor weeks they go 
to no house of prayer. When a little leisure is 
obtained, they find no disposition to read the sa¬ 
cred Scriptures; and many live as though pos¬ 
sessing no souls anil no eternal interests. Here, 
then, is a field of usefulness for Christians itiner¬ 
ating at home and abroad; for 1 have not pur¬ 
sued the plan iu England only. Here their light 
may shine, the most important interests ef their 
fellow-men b« promoted, aud (be name of God 
be glorified.

“ Many of our wealthy citizens, who re¬ 
fused to take stock in the Pittsburgh Rail 
Road on account of the probable violation 
of the Sabbath attending its use, have signi¬ 
fied a wish to subscribe largely upon eondi- 
tion that Sunday shall not be a business 

The same paper, of Feb. 3d, says : 

“We are authorized to say, that the 
stockholders in the Cleveland, &.c. Rail 
Rond Company would cheerfully yield the 
stock to any person or persons who are de¬ 
sirous to take stock therein on the condi¬ 
tions referred to in our paper of day before 
yesterday.” 

That is if we understand it, that Sunday 
shall not be a business day. We should re¬ 
joice to see the experiment tried, and have 
one great thoroughfare opened, where the 
law of God would be respected. 

The subject of permitting the mail to he 
transported on the Rail Ruud from Albany 
to Utica, is now before the legislature of] 
New York, and an effort is making to pre¬ 
vent it from being carried on the Sabbath, 
.riter in an Albany paper shews, that 
n the Rail Road is completed from Al¬ 
bany to Buffalo, the mail that now leaves 
each place on Sunday would then, if delay¬ 
ed till Monday morning, arrive at the other 
place several hours sooner than it now does.
